We think maybe it would help if 
Abilene Reporter-News’ farm 
editor J. T. Smith would have an 
orientation session with the 
newspaper’s 
editorial 
help. 
Somebody needs to brief them on 
problems of the area farmers. 
This was brought to mind when 
the Thursday morning edition 
carried a big six column head on a 
story that said “Wheat Increase 
Drives Up Cost of Bread.” We 
suspect that the farmers are still 
wondering who got the increase. 
To the Reporter-News’ credit 
they did come back with an 
editorial contradicting the story 
and supporting the wheat farmers. 
The story itself was so con­ 
tradicting that it should have just 
been thrown in the trash to begin 
with. But if it was going to be 
printed, then the headline writer 
should have read enough of the 
story to know that while it said the 
value of wheat in a pound loaf of 
bread was up three-tenths of a cent 
from June to July, it was down 41.5 
percent from a year ago. 
Even if the value of the wheat in 
a loaf of bread is up three-tenths of 
a cent, which we doubt, this would 
hardly seem to “drive up the cost of 
bread.” 
This is the kind of problem the 
farmer is facing in trying to get 
across his story that he is losing the 
battle with inflation. This might be 
understandable back in the east 
where the newspaper people would 
not know a wheat field if they saw 
one, but you expect better from a 
West Texas publication. 
How can the farmer explain his 
problem to Congress and the 
American people, when even his 
neighbor doesn’t understand it? 


And while we may fault the 
newspapers for not getting the 
farmer’s story across to the public, 
they also carry an unjust Marne for 
a lot of other things. Grant Mabry,

Announcement is made this 
week 
of 
the 
proposed 
nucleation of “History of 
Jones County,” according to 
Hooper Shelton of Rotan. 
Research work was started 
early this year by Shelton and 
Rev. E. L. Yeats. Rev. Yeats, 
a former pastor of Hamlin 
First Methodist Church, 
became ill in Hamlin while 
working on the project in 
early June. His health has 
improved so that he can 
assist to a great extent but is 
not able to carry active role. 
After Rev. Yeats’ illness, 
Homer Hutto, editor of 
Western Observer in Anson, 
agreed to compile history of 
Anson and south Jones 
County. “He is a very able 
historian and writer and has 
full cooperation of Miss 
Hybernia Grace, who is 
considered an authority on 
early day history of the 
County and has collected 
such for more that 50 years,” 
Shelton said. 
Hamlin Board of City 
Development recently voted 
to collaborate with Shelton on 
the Hamlin section of the 
book, and has made available 


a large amount of research in 
addition to pictures. 
Shelton has interviewed 
pioneers in Hamlin and the 
area and made tape recor­ 
dings of these. He states he is 
enjoying nice cooperation 
from 
individuals 
and 
organizations. 
While much work has been 
done on research, etc., much 
remains to be done and 
publication of the book is 
planned for next year, 
Shelton said. The history is 
expected to be approximately 
300 pages, well illustrated, 
high grade book paper and 
bound hardback. 
Although Hamlin is one of 
the ‘younger’ town of Jones 
County her history is very 
important to the area, and 
Hamlin citizens are most 
proud of this. Every effort 
will be made for a well 
balanced book with ample 
representation for each town 
and community. 
“A committee of qualified 
people in each town will pass 
on final manuscript before 
publication, assuring that 
each town is treated fairly.” 
Shelton said.

SENIOR CITIZEN DISCOUNT SET 
Herald Subscription, Classified 
Rates Increase Effective Today 


The 
subscription 
and 
newsstand price of the Herald 
increases with this issue, 
according to Bob Craig, 
publisher. At the same time a 
new Senior Citizen discount 
rate will become effective, he 
said. 
Beginning today (Thurs­ 
day) newspapers across the 
state will be exempt from die 
sales tax, both on the in­ 
dividual sale and sub­ 
scriptions. The newsstand 
price will increase with this 
refit* from 14 certs plus tax to 
20 certs, no tax. 
The “in area” price for the 
Herald will Increase from 
$6.30 (including tax) per year 
to $7.00 (no tax). The out of 
area, but in Texas, price will 
increase from $7.36 to $8.00 
and the out of Texas price will 
increase from $8.00 to 18.00 
per year. 


But to help offset this in­ 
crease to the senior citizens 
who are forced to live on 
limited budgets, we are of­ 
fering a $2.00 discount for 
those 65 and over, Craig said. 
This discount will be limited 
to newspapers going to senior 
citizens and not on gifts to 
those under 65. 
Because of the merger of 
The Aspermont Star with the 
Herald next week, we art 
increasing the counties in our 
in-area price to include those 
counties presently served by 
the Star. The “in area” price 
will now include all sub­ 
scriptions going to Jones, 
Fisher, Taylor, Stonewall, 
Dickens, King, Kent, Haskell, 
Shackelford 
and 
Nolan 
counties. 
Classified advertising rates 
will also increase, ejective 
today, Craig said. 
“But to help offset this 


increase,” Craig said, “we 
will lower the minimum word 
count from 20 to 15 words and 
increase the discount for 
consecutive insertions.” 
“Because of the high cost of 
bookkeeping and billing, we 
will continue with our ‘cash 
only’ policy, except for 
established, regular ac­ 
counts,” Craig said. 
The new rate will be IO 
cents a word for the first 
insertion, or a minimum of 
$1.50, but the second and ad­ 
ditional insertisons will be 
offered at a package rate 
when paid for at the time of 
the original order. The 
minimum for two weeks will 
be $2.40, the minimum for 
three weeks will be $3 JO, the 
minimum ter four weeks will 
be $4.20. When extended by 
the week, each additional 
insertion will be 8 certs a 
word or a minimum of $1.20.

Dear editor: 
According to a national 
study group, television is 
mainly to blame for so many 
high 
school 
graduates 
making such low scores on 
their college entrance exams.

last 14 years. 
“By age 16,” the group 
reported, “ most children 
have spent between 10,000 
and 15,000 hours watching 
television, which detracts 
from their school work.” 
I got to thinking about this.

television was invented?

To meet nitrogen re­ 
quirements during the fall 
growing period, producers 
can apply the total require­ 
ment before planting or can 
apply a small amount at 
planting followed by top- 
dressing soon after planting, 
planting. 
Of course, fall nitrogen 
fertilization is also affected 
by the amount of straw from 
the previous crop, adds 
Clayton. The bacteria and 
other 
miscrorganitms 
needed to decompose the 
straw require nitrogen and 
can use soil and applied 
nitrogen, thus reducing the 
amount available to plants. 
Since the 1978 crop produced 
above-average amount of 
straw In some areas, it may 
be necessary to apply a 
higher proportion of the total 
nitrogen requirement in the 
fall. 
The general rule in ap­ 
plying nitrogen has been to 
increase the rate about 20 
pounds per acre for each ton 
of undecomposed straw. 
However, a portion of this 
nitrogen is recovered during 
the final stages of decom­ 
position so that as much as 
half of this may be available 
during the spring months. 
This means that about half of 
the “extra” nitrogen could be 
deducted from the late winter 
Undressing, explains, Clay­ 
ton.
